Before She Yielded to the French De- 


mands—The Siamese Government 


Accepts the Terms of the 


French Ultimatum. 


The Siamese Government Aaeept* the 


Terms ol the Xrmich Ultimatum 


PARIS, Jnly 30.—The following semi- 


official statement was given to the 
press yesterday evening* 


The Siamese government having re- 


considered its former attitude, now ac- 
cepts all conditions of France's ulti- 
matum without reserve The accept- 
ance gives complete satisfaction to 
France and all who were not dfsirous 
of making the Siamese difficulty the 
occasion of fresh colonial enterprise. 


After referring to the cabinet meet- 


Ing yesterday and the cabinet meeting 
called for to-day the statement closes 
with the words 
The French government, desiring to give 


proofs of Ita good will to Slam probably will 
not raise further objections In the affair 
Another semi-official statement de- 


nies the truth of the rumor that M. 
Devclle and M Delcasse, under secre- 
tary of state for the colonies, have re- 
signed 


•The public will have proof in the 


outcome of the Siam affair," says the 
statement, "that Great Britain has not 
intervened and does not intend to do 


BO "The Jourx accepts this last state- 
ment only with a grain of salt 
It 


says that something has been done be- 
hind the scenes, and the French are 
likely to awaken soon to the fact that 
Great Britain aftei all has got the bet- 
ter of them in the diplomatic negotia- 
tions The Jonrx describes the sud- 
don softening of tone of the British 
press to private assurances from offi- 
cial bources that effect would be given 
to the British representation. 


Britain's Hand in the Settlement. 
LONDON, July 31 —Beyond question 


the Siamese affair brought France and 
Gieat Britain much nearer hostilities 
than the public have realized. The 
earl of Roseberry, British foreign sec- 
retaiy, h.is had virtually a free hand 
in the negotiations with France, and 
he has found an able supporter in the 
jn.irqms of DufEerin, British ambassa- 
dor in Paris Each has maintained a 
dignified attitude far removed from 
bluster, but fii m beyond any misun- 
derstanding Together they impressed 
upon the French official mind unmis- 
takably their intention not to let any- 
bixly ride roughshod over British inter- 
eats in the east Great Britain's protest 
•that tho blockade of the Siamese coast 
•» as illegal and her suggestion that in- 
terference 
with British commerce 


would not be tolerated, were made 
with such unqualified plainness that 
the French ministers were sobered at 
once and conceded the justness of the 
Bi itish contention 


There beems little doubt that a pa- 


cific settlement will be accomplished 
shortly 
That such is the ease is at- 


tributed no less to Great Britain's atti- 
tude than to Siam's surrender 
The 


territorial 
arrangements 
between 


France and Siam are not likely to cause 
any appreciable difficulty. They will 
be simply a matter of diplomatic agree- 
ment 
Among the several suggestions 


of compromise the most plausible one 
is that France nominally, in gracious- 
ness to Siam, but really in respect to 
British intervention, leaves to Slam the 
territory north of the eighteenth par- 
allel 
The burden of the compromise will 


be found by the French government in 
persuading the French voters at the 
near election that the ministry of Du- 
pny has achieved a glorious victory 
Their success must depend largely upon 
the result of the present cabinet dis- 
sensions. 


Humors are current that ministerial 


resignations and a general cabinet 
crisis are imminent.

Biam Received Secret Aiiuranoe* Be- 
fore Yielding. 


BANGKOK, July 81 —While the gov- 


ernment of Siam accepted without 
reservations France's ultimatum it re- 
ceived previously tne assurance that 
the kingdom would not be dismembered 
until after the consideration by all 
powers concerned of France's demand 
for the territory between the eighteenth 
and twenty-third parallels. 
It is 


somewhat remarkable that before 
Prince Vodhana, Siamese minister in 
Paris, could have received his instruc- 
tions to accept the ultimatum Qreat 
Britain's refusal to recognize the 
blockade had became known in this 
city 
The British residents here, while 


rejoicing over the action of the home 
government, do not forget to give 
credit to Capt. Jones, British minister 
in Bangkok, for his careful and judi- 
cious conduct throughout the critical 
'period 
When his advice was sought 


by the court chaplain, Jones pro- 
nounced in favor of moderation and 
concession. 
The republic is still maintained by 


the Forfait, Imnait, Conntante and 
Comete The British war ship Swift 
remains at the bar within the blockade 
limits. The British war ship Linnet 
and the German war ship Wolf are an- 
chored in the river oft Bangkok 
The 
irltish mail has been allowed to pass,

admiral Humann has arrived at Co- 
lal-Chang.

Remarkable Change in tha Ton» of th* 


German Press. 


A remarkable change has occurred 


within the past few days In the tone of 
the German press and public conversa- 
tion in reference to the Franco-Siamese 
imbroglio. Germany began to realize 
that she would be seriously affected in 
the event of a blockade of the Siamese 
coast, as, next to england. she controls 
the greater part of the trade with 
Siam.

ehauged with Great Britain, and Ger- 
many had decided upon the

The Tariff War Between Rn»la and 


Gerauwr. 


BERLIN, July 81,—It is generally held 


here that the tariff war which has been 
started between Germany and Russia 
is likely to cause more damage to the 
latter than the former. It seems that 
Russia in applying for maximum tariff 
on German products was mainly influ- 
enced by the unfavorable early reports 
regarding the harvest prospects in 
Germany 
These reports, it is said, 


led Russia to believe that Germany, de- 
siring Russian'groin, etc., would not re- 
taliate for the imposition by Russia of 
the 
highest 
tariff 
on 
imported 


German' products. 
In this belief, 


however, she was disappointed, as the 
prompt action of the federal conncll in 
raising the Gorman tariff on Russian 
products 50 per cent, shows that Ger- 
many is notso dependent upon Russian 
cereals as the latter country appears to 
think 
Had the early crop reports 


turned out to have been correct, the 
situation might have been different. 
Russia's belief was justifiable in the 
month of May, but the considerations 
then taken into account by Russia do 
not hold now. The condition of the 
crops, especially wheat and rye, has 
greatly improved. It is, therefore, 
argued that Germany can bide her 
time until Russia recognizes that what- 
ever in jury is done by the war falls 
mainly on herself. And in connection 
with this subject it Is worthy of note 
that Germany's grain supply is no 
longer confined to Russia, There Is a j 
decrease in the quantity at grain 1m- ' 
ported Into Germany from Russia.

TROUBLED SOUTH AMERICA. 


Two Battle* Fought in Ulooromx Hon- 


duranian Troop* Participating. 


NEW YOBK, July 81.—A special from 


San Juan del Sur, Nicaragua, to the 
Herald says: Reports have reached 
here that Gen. Zavala has strongly for- 
tified Grenada, and has organized an 
army of 4,000 men to defend the city. 
It Is also said that Gen, Zavala has 
mode a proposition to the chiefs of the 
Leon revolutionists for a settlement of 
the trouble and the restoration of 
peace. 


Details of the battles fought at 


Mateares, where the government forces 
made their first defense of Managua, 
and the one at Managua, where the 
government troops were forced to 
evacuate the capital, are gradually 
onming in. Gen. Zeelaya led the at- 
tacking troops on each occasion. 


A determined resistence was made 


by the government forces commanded 
by Gen. Avilez. There was desperate 
fighting at each place. The loss of 
life was enormous. Gen. Zavala, presi- 
dent of the Grenada government, ad- 
mits that COO men lo»t their lives in 
the two engagements, but the lowest 
estimate placed upon the combined 
loss of both armies is from 1,000 to 1,54* 
lives 


Owing to the fact that Poliearpo 
Bonilla participated to these engage- 
ments with TOO of his Honduranian fol- 
lower* and thus probably gained the 
victory for the Leon party, it is re- 
ported that Gen. Vasquez, dictator of 
Honduras, will send a large force to 
aid the Grenada party. 


Vasquez probably fears that the suc- 


cess of the Leon party, with the aid ot 
Bonilla, would be followed by an in- 
vasion of Honduras by Nlcaraguans to 
aid Bonilla in his efforts to overthrow 
the Vasqnez party.

THE SIXTY DAYS' NOT1CH IAW. 


Hew 
York Saving* Bank* 
H«*»urM of Precaution. 


NEW YOBK, July 30.—The publica- 


tion of the intended action of the sav- 
ings banks and institutions to put into 
practice the law entitling them to 
sixty days' notice from depositors of 
intended withdrawals of money pre- 
cipitated a run yesterday morning. 
Some of the banks paid the amounts 
in full and thus sought to restore con- 
fidence. Others required notice, the 
time ranging from ten to ninety days, 
according to the period specified in the 
by-laws. 


"The meeting of the presidents at tho 
Industrial savings bank Friday after- 
noon was called," said President James 
McMahon, of that bank yesterday, "to 
consider what action would be advis- 
able to relieve the heavy drain that has 
been mode since the present financial 
depression commenced. Each president 
was invited to give his experience since 
the trouble began and what, in 
his opinion, had 
been done to 


stay it. 
They all 
agreed _ that 


the 
withdrawal of deposits was 


in much greater proportion than the 
money coming in. It was the concen- 
sus of opinion that the enforcement of 
the sixty days' days clause would bo 
the only relief. In the case of small de- 
posits—(800 or lew—the banks decided 
to accept thirty days' notice. The ex- 
act sum, however, would be governed 
by the by-laws of the individual banks. 
All the banks were represented, though 
some of them professed not to know of 
the action until reading it in the pa- 
pers. 


President MoMahon said it was pub- 


lished that the presidents hod agreed 
to put the law Into effect. 
"This is erroneous," he declared, 


"and 'in this grave time the public 
should be correctly informed. The ac-

July 31.-The advance 
guard of the members of the fifty- 
third congress coming to attend tha 
(special session which will begin a week 
from to-day are at the capital. There 
are not many of them, and the proba- 
bilities are that but few congressmen 
will be in the city before next Satur- 
day. Among those who have arrived 
the opinion seems to be unanimous that 
the Sherman law will and must be re- 
pealed, or at least the silver-purchasing 
clause, but what shall follow is an un- 
known quantity. Of the early arrivals 
is Representative Geary, of California. 
He said. 


"I am opposed to the so-called Sher- 


man act. I hove always been. It is 
a vicious measure, and time does not 
improve it. The sooner it is repealed 
the better for the whole country Of 
course some subsequent legislation 
will be necessary, but I am not pre- 
pared to say what It will be because at 
this time I do not know. I am satis- 
fied, however, that the Sherman law 
will go, and that hi its stead we will 
have something of benefit instead of 
barm. 


"I cannot tell you how my colleagues 


individually stand, for I have had no 
very extended talks with them on the 
subject 
In place of the present tariff 


law, the chances are that we will have 
one that la new from top to bottom. 
There will be very radical changes in 
the 
schedule. 
The 
country 
ex- 


pects this. The declarations of tho 
democratic 
platform are so plain 


that there is no chance to misunder- 
stand them. I do not think that ac- 
tion upon (he stiver question or the 
tariff will B» so long delayed as some 
papers and persons seem to have im- 
agined. The session will naturally be 
lengthy as we have many other things 
to do. The democracy will come out 
all right, X guess. It has a fair work- 
log majority and I think that both 
sides— the silver men and the single 
standard men— are disposed to be rea- 
sonable."

If heaped, or overlying each other in 
toe toast; the drying of the under 
bunches vrill be greatly retarded. 


To make good raisins the grapus 


should undergo* kind of fermen^ticn 
In the first stage of caring, -Meli gives 
them a puffed appearance nnd nils the 
air with a pleasant fragrant From 
W to 100 degrees to the shade is the 
temperature most favorable for this 
process. After the fermentation has 
ceased and the grapes have taken on 
the shriveled appearance characteristic 
of raisins, the snn can do them no 
harm, however hot 


To facilitate the drying and render It 


uniform, the traya are reversed after 
three or four days, in order that tne 
trays to the northward may be exposed 
to the south. When the upper side has 
become well cured, which may be any- 
where from a week to two weeks, the 
raisins are turned. The reverse side 
does not require as strong exposure aa 
the other. 
The total time of curing varies great- 


ly—from ten days, or less, in hot weath- 
er, to a month or more under unfavora- 
ble conditions. Eaisins cured in about 
fit teen days or* the best 


When the bulk of the raisins is prop- 


erly cured the work of taking them up 
Is begun. For thla purpose the trays 
are collected and piled in stacks of fifty 
or more, and sweat boxes, each holding 
about one hundred pounds when filled, 
placed alongside them 
Three grades 


are usually made—extra fine bunches 
for Imperial clusters! ordinary bunches 
for 
London layers, and imperfect 


bunches and loose berries to be run 
through the steamer. 
Bunches not 


sufficiently dried arc laid on the trays 
and exposed to the sun again. 


Those put in the sweat-boxes are 


never'uniformly dried, some being over- 
cured,and some not cured quite enough. 
To equalize them and soften the stems, 
which are very brittle when taken from 
the trays, they are placed in a cool 
room and allowed to remain for a cer- 
tain period, during which the stems be 
come flexible, and the undercured rais- 
ins impart their excess of moisture to 
the overdned ones, the operation re- 
sulting in a perfect uniformity through- 
out the whole mass, and a moist soft- 
ness and elasticity to be gained by no 
other means. 


This equalizing—or sweating as it is 


commonly called—is one of the most 
essential operations in raisin-making, 
and it should hist ten days at the very 
least Haste to get the crop to market 
has led to a neglect of this necessary 
process, much to be regretted. Roisma 
arc purposely overdried, taken directly 
from the field, steamed and packed 
immediately 
A continuance of this 


practice will do incalculable harm te 
the raisin industry. 


A few extensive growers Jack theu 


own crops, but the bulk of the packing 
ia now done <by establishments organ 
Ized especially for the purpose. These 
ordinarily buy the raisins in the sweat 
boxes, but in some instances they pur 
chase the crop upon the vines, picking 
and curing it themselves. The pack- 
ing-houses arc mostly located in the 
towna 
Some of them employ more 


than five hundred hands. Women and 
girls come to the town from all direc- 
tions during the picking seasons, part- 
ies of them renting houses or living, 
gypsy-like in tents Earnings range 
from one dollar and twenty-five cents 
to three dollars a day. 
' 


The raisins ore then pressed and slid 


into the packing-boxes. They are made 
in three sizes, quarters, half and whole 
boxes, holding, respectively, five ten 
ind twenty pounds. The last is always 
understood when speaking of a box of 
raisins, the other ones half and a quarter 
boxes. The top layer is surrounded 
with ornamental paper, in addition to 
the plain white. The packer's label 
Is placed over this, the printed cover 
nailed on, tho edges nicely trimmed 
and the box is ready for the market 


Less caio is required with loose rais- 


ins, and it is here that the greatest im- 
provement has been made on the Span- 
ish method, of packing. A combined 
stemmcr and grader has been perfected, 
by which large quantities are handle* 
with very little labor. 


The cost of labor prevents California 


from competing with Spain in some of 
the niceties of the raisin business. It 
would not pay us to trim and nurse the* 
grapes- upon tho vines, in order to 
secure perfect bunches of large harries, 
nor to handle the clusters by the stems 
only 
But, with the exception of such( 


fancy work, comparison with our great 
rival will be all in favor of California. 
Our grapes are more meaty, and have a 
richer flavor, and ouaraisins arc better 
cured, and will keep twice as long with- 
out deteriorating.—Overland.

For Drain in Storage to Country Ele- 


vators Owned by the Northern Pa- 


cific Elevator Cc,—A Compro- 


mise Settlement Offered. 


NEW YOBK, July 80.—The World's 


special says that a huge conspiracy has 
been unearthed whereby seventy-three 
banks and banking Institutions in New 
England were victimised. The story 
is to the effect that certain employes 
of the Northern Pacific Elevator Co. of 
Minnesota issued »1,600,000 of forged 
duplicate certificates for grain in stor- 
age in the country elevators owned by 
the concern, where the inspection Is 
not so strict ns at the terminal eleva- 
tors. These forged certificates were 
deposited- with eastern banks as col- 
lateral. Abont 1800,000 was secured in 
New England and the balance in New 
York. 


Some of the eastern holders of the 


paper became suspicious, and on an 
investigation being made the true 
state of affairs came to light The 
stockholders of the elevators were 
dumbfounded when the facts came to 
their notice, and offers of settlement 
with the banks were at once made and 
terms of a compromise offered. The 
company was then reorganized as the 
Lake Superior Elevator Co., with 
George Cook as secretary and George 
Dawes, of New York, aepre«id«nt- The 
capital ol the company was (600,000. A 
committee of banks, whose institutions 
holds large blocks of the elevator's 
certificates, was appointed to consider 
this proposition. 
It is impossible to say what course 


the banks may pursue as they are very 
loath to say, and of course they have 
done all in their power to keep the 
western affair from the public. At 
the some time they soy that good busi- 
ness policy under present conditions 
forbids severe action and especially as 
the stockholders of the elevator cpm- 
pany are ready to make a compromise 
settlement. 


The elevator company is now in the 


hands of a receiver, and tlie frauds of 
its employes have wiped out its exist- 
ence. Tho New England banks swin- 
dled arc nearly all the state institutions 
here, which were hit heavily, banks at 
Portland, Me , and banks in the vari- 
ous town about lioston
